HOW TO THINK ABOUT “CIVILIZATION” 


Is it just an accident, or is there some strange 
significance in the fact that Toynbee’s great 
Study of History (p. 119) and the Hilliard- 
Sigman song called Civilization (Bongo, Bongo, 
Bongo, I don’t want to leave the Congo) should 
be so popular at the same time? Toynbee takes 
it pretty much for granted that ci ion is 
a good thing; the song, not so. Maybe Toynbee 
should write another book answering the not 
altogether frivolous question raised by the song. 

Americans, with few exceptions, have also 
taken the desirability of civilization for grant- 
ed. One of the exceptions was Mark 
Twain, who called our civilization “a 
shabby poor thing,” said “I hate the 
sound of it,” and wished “it was in hell, 
where it belongs.” But even Twain ac- 
knowledged that “Poor as it is, it is bet- 
ter than real savagery, therefore we 
must stand by it.” He had to line up 
with the majority after all, and the ma- 
jestic word “civilization” gradually be- 
came practically synonymous with ev- 
erything Americans hold dear. 

As Charles Beard put it in The Amer- 
ican Spirit, it has served us as “a power- 
ful ultimatum of thought, the highest 
earthly tribunal for the trial of causes, 
the crowning sanction.” Every orator 
appeals to it to justify whatever he is 
for or against at the moment. The only 
word that approaches it in all-around 
oratorical utility is its opposite, “chaos,” 
As the advancement of civilization is 
the purpose of, so chaos is always the 
inevitable alternative to, whatever pro- 
gram the orator (or editorial writer) 
has in mind. Frank Moore Colby once 
described the formula for serious maga 
zine writing thus: “Unless measures are 
taken at once to avert a certain con- 
temporary peril, civilization will either 
collapse rapidly or will slowly disappear. 
There is the greatest diversity in the 
perils and in the measures to be taken, 
but the formula is always the same and the de- 
gree of anxiety is constant.” From this view- 
point he added, ‘Human society is the tender- 
est of little potted flowers, watered by weekly 
or monthly tears, surviving by a miracle dur- 
ing the intervals of magazine publications.” 

Now this urbane, this civilized rib was writ- 
ten a generation ago, before the spread of con- 
centration camps, the revival of torture, the 
official use of genocide, the splitting of the 
atom, and similar throwbacks and advances. 
Civilization was not in fact in danger in Colby’s 
day in the same sense it is now. Even Toynbee, 
whose enormous learning ought to make a man 


pretty philosophical, allows that although the 
species civilization has always hitherto sur- 
vived the collapse of any particular civiliza- 
tion, ours might, like Samson in the temple, 
so perish as to take the species with it. So there 
is at least more justification than there used to 
be for worrying about “civilization” and per- 
haps even for fearing “chaos,” whatever that 
may be. Certainly if civilization actually is in 
danger, urbanity alone will not save it. Some- 
thing more is required. 

What is that something? First, perhaps, a

steam behind the passage of our restrictive 
immigration laws. Thus while our definitions 
keep changing, what we think about civiliza- 
tion plays a part in what we make of it. Toyn- 
bee’s attempt to find a law of all civilization 
is therefore an important part of ours. 

The Toynbee theory has been criticized as 
“subjective,” but it is not unscientific. As 
Toynbee himself points out, a complete scien- 
tific documentation of every fact that ever 
happened would still not make history pre- 
dictable, any more than a knowledge of where 
all the cards lie in a bridge game makes 
itpossible to predict the outcome. There 
is always an unknown—"the reaction 
of the actors to the ordeal when it ac- 
tually comes.” This unknown is the

His Law of Civiliza- 
tion and Decay, published in 1895, made civi- 
lization a political issue; the Bryan forces 
quoted it throughout the campaign. Another 
book on the subject, the racist Lothrop Stod- 
dard’s Revolt Against Civilization (1922) put

ing of civilization should correct that 
excited weakness. History is pretty 
wonderful, but that is no reason to fall 
into the Hegel-Stalin error of confus- 
ing it with God. It is also a mistake to 
confuse the values which our civiliza- 
tion has taught us, and through which 
we can still improve it, with “civiliza- 
tion” itself. That would be a case of what 
Toynbee calls the “idolization of the ephem- 
eral”—making a god of a king, an empire, a 
technique, a parliament, or any other mere 
institution. 

Civilization is not an absolute value; it is 
rather a by-product, a thing that happens 
when men set out to achieve things for the sake 
of something else. The idea of civilization as 
such has never motivated a great civilization 
yet. So the way to help preserve our civiliza- 
tion is to understand it, prize it, learn from 
it; and then forget it and go about the duties 
of daily life.

For more months than they like to remember, 
U.S. consumers have been squeezed by a steady,

Because the public fought to see any and all 
movies during the wartime boom, producers did 
not worry much about whether the movies were 
any good. This habit persisted into 1947, when the 
boom had abated somewhat and the public was 
being more careful about what it paid to see. The 
result: some films failed to show a profit, and the 
general low quality, of which a few choice exam- 
ples are shown below, scared many customers 
away from the few good ones, 

Another mistake was the industry’s frequent 
mishandling of its top performers. A’ big star cant 
always draw a large public, but after a few bad 
movies the public often forsakes him in disappoint- 
ment. In this way quite a few big stars have re- 
cently lost some of their luster. 

A more immediate industry trouble is the high 
cost of production, For this executives h 
blamed unions on account of their pri 
scales and outrageous featherbedding. Producers 
who waste months developing a single bad seript 
or permit thousands of feet of film to be shot 
unnecessarily are often quite as guilty. Example

King of the Bandits 


Sicily’s “Robin Hood” is a murderer, a poet and a politician 


most successful bandit in modern histo- 

ry. From a mountain stronghold frown- 
ing down on Sicily’s capital city of Palermo, he 
leads a raggle-taggle tribe of thieves, kidnap- 
ers and murderers estimated to number from 
a few hundred to as many as 5,000. Handsome, 
dark-eyed, poetical and urbane, he claims that 
he has effected the biggest redistribution of 
wealth in Sicily since it was sacked by the Sara- 
cens in the Ninth Century. 

On an island where banditry and intrigues 
have a tradition that has carried down to the 
Maffia (Black Hand) gangs of modern times, 
Giuliano has risen to the top of his trade in 
four short but exciting years. Because he is 


A’ the age of 25, Salvatore Giuliano is the 


both bold and articulate and because the Ital- 
ian people are notoriously fond of wild dr. 
matics and dashing adventure, there are many 
who consider him a 20th Century Robin Hood 
who uses a pistol or a submachine gun instead 
of a bow and arrow. His Latin gallantries and 
his flair for posing as the benefactor of the poor 
have built this legend to such a point that his 
name will undoubtedly be remembered in Si- 
cilian folklore in the same way that Jesse James 
and Billy the Kid are in America. The Italian 
government has put a price of three million 
lire on his head—but Giuliano has countered 
by offering an equal sum for the capture of 
Italy’s minister of the interior. 

Such bravado delights the Sicilians, who 


see in Giuliano a sort of earthy and effective 
avenging angel in the midst of their hunger 
and misery. When one little town recently 
found its spaghetti ration cut off, Giuliano 
hijacked a couple of government trucks load- 
ed with supplies and distributed them in the 
main piazza of the town (while, of course, the 
town for which the trucks were intended went 
hungry for a week). Tales are told of families 
facing starvation who find money slipped 
mysteriously under the kitchen doors of their 
homes; and of a peasant woman, dying be- 
cause she could not afford an operation, who 
awoke one morning to find 50,000 lire tucked 
under her tear-stained pillow. 

Italian police contend that there is more

thuggery than philanthropy in the things Giuliano does. Banditry, 
they point out, can be a profitable business only if there are enough 
rich persons to rob. Since Sicily is a poor country and Giuliano’s 
standard ransom fee for kidnap victims is 25 million lire ($43,630), 
there cannot be many people left who are rich enough to afford to 
be kidnaped. With his clientele “falling off,” Giuliano, the police 
say, is lying in his teeth when he recounts his largesse to the poor. 

Giuliano’s father was a hod carrier in New York for nearly 20 
years and returned to Sicily just in time for Salvatore to be born 
there rather than in the U.S. This gives the bandit king a chance 
to boast, as he often does, that even if he wasn’t born in the U.S. 
at least he was conceived there. His birthplace was the mountain 
village of Montelepre in Palermo province, his present headquar- 
ters. It is a few miles from the birthplace of Lucky Luciano, the 
one-time New York vice lord who was deported back to Italy in 
1946, 

Going beyond these simple facts, a reader of the countless stories 
which the Italian press has published about Giuliano faces a baffling 
succession of wild theories. Was he a naval lieutenant with a bril- 
liant war record? Was he a sharp young lawyer who gave up the 
practice of defending criminals 
to become one? Was he a black- 
market operator or was he a 
cret agent for the Allied armies 
And the question has even aris- 
en: does he really exist? 

The first proof of his exist- 
ence and the full scope of his 
activities was procured recent- 
ly by a party of Americans who 
managed to visit him in his 
mountain retreat. After pass- 
ing a check point on the flat- 
lands just outside Palermo, 
they were led to his village and 
there ate with his family, met 
his triggerman and his person- 
al bodyguard. Giuliano posed

heroically under a gnarled old 
tree (p. 63) for the first portrait 
of him that the world has seen, 
and talked at length on such 


assorted subjects as banditry, 
plalcsonhy and politics. With him at the time was his cousin 
‘rancesco Badalementi, “The Black One,” one of Giuliano’s tough- 
est deputies, who was killed last week in a running gun battle 
with police on the Via Noce in Palermo. 

The Italian press has pinned on Giuliano the half-affectionate

igh, > lated perhaps by the “gentleman bandit” himself—of his encounter

A few days later he re- 
turned it with a note: “My dear Duchess, I am returning to you 
the copy of In Dubious Battle. I do not know how a reactionary 
like yourself could possibly have appreciated it, so I was tempted 
to keep it. But, since Giuliano gave his word, here is the book.” 

Other victims of Giuliano’s waywardness, particularly those 
he kidnaps, are remorselessly harangued by him on the subject of 
giving to the poor—but they usually have to pay the standard 
ransom fee for his lecture. (In one case when he kidnaped the wrong 
man, Giuliano is supposed to have presented him with a bill for 
board and lodging during his month’s captivity.) But his rough- 
hewn code of justice goes beyond lecturing his captives on moral 
problems. In Montelepre he is accused of executing one man for

overcharging at the general store, another for stealing from the 
poor. The village postmaster, it is said, was neatly disposed of for 
holding out on townsfolk cashing money orders; he had made a 
final mistake of trying to shortchange Giuliano’s sister. In other 
instances when Giuliano sees fit to commit murder he can do so 
either brutally or with a graceful flourish. When he recently wiped 
out three informers in his own gang (the Misuraca brothers) he 
stood beside their bullet-riddled bodies near the public fountain 
of the main piazza and scribbled a line on a scrap of paper that he 
pinned to the chest of one of the betrayers: ‘The unhappy souls 
of spies do not go to Paradise.” 

Poetry, however, is a less serious pursuit for Giuliano than poli 
tics. In the best tradition of Sicilian banditry, he thinks of Sicily 
God’s country and Italy as a province of the devil. To “free” 
ly (from Rome-directed police forces) he has talked of leading 
an army—and he preaches a brand-new kind of redemption for his 
Jand. He thinks Sicily’s destiny no longer should be tied to that of 
Italy, but that instead ly should become a part of the U.S., 
preferably as a 49th state. A cartoon that he himself drew recently 
(p. 64) illustrates how easily he considers the separation could be 
made, Aware, however, that there might be some difficulties, Giu- 
Jiano has muttered about running for election as a deputy of Italy’s 
Constituent Assembly—where his presence at least would add an- 
other dash of color to an already excitable and harassed group. In 
the proper tradition of Italian politicos he already has had garish 
slogans carrying the message “Long Live Giuliano and Democra- 
cy” whitewashed on sun-baked walls of countless Sicilian villages. 

On another political front and with what he considers is consist- 
ent with his professed love for America, Giuliano has declared the 
Sicilian hunting season open on all Communists. His gang has per- 
Joually: tossed boras'at CLP, licadquattere in several tors, end 
he is supposed to have led the masked attack on May Day demon- 
strators at Pian della Ginestra where 8 villagers are said to have 
been murdered and 33 wounded. 

Official Italy was outraged by this performance and an expedi- 
tionary force was sent out to get him. After the expedition failed 
the poker-faced Communist press began to take his pronounce- 
ments and defiances of the government at their face vali and de- 
nounced him as a tool of Sicily’s large landholders and feudal bar- 
ons, Some have even bracketed rowdy Giuliano and gray-haired, 
soft-spoken James C. Dunn, American Ambassador in Rome, as 
colleagues in reactionary conspiracy. 

Giuliano has shrugged this off. In fact he has capped it by writ- 
ing to President Truman for aid under the Marshall Plan, arguing 
that he commands the only really active military force battling 
Communists in Italy. He recalled that in the last Sicilian election 
(April 1947) the Communists made an ominously good showing 
for the traditionally conservative island and, with the Socialists, 
won the biggest single bloc of seats in Sicily’s regional assembly. 
He thought it would be a pretty serious matter if the Commu- 
nists and Russia got contral ee Sicily while the U.S. was working 
overtime to keep them out of Turkey and Greece, In man-to-man 
fashion Giuliano admitted that he was pretty well stocked with 
small arms—all he wanted from the Honorable President, he said, 
was a shipment of antitank guns and bazookas.

Timberline Lodge has one of the longest ski seasons in the U.S. From 
November through April it is half buried under 15 feet of snow. Every 
weekend during these six months it is overrun by 5,000 skiers who pour 
in by, automobile and bus from the nearby population centers of Port- 
land and Seattle. Skiers speckle the mountainside like pepper on a 
dazzling white tablecloth, and the pine-pancled lobby of the main lodge 
is as busy as the floor of the New York Stock Exchange. There is a mile- 
long chair lift (opposite) and, within 200 yards of the main lodge, 
three rope tows which pull the skiers up gentle, steep or precipitous 
slopes. Below the lodge four separate ski trails wind 34 miles downhill 
through the dense fir forests. Twice a day Timberline’s two full-time 
instructors give ski lessons (cc each), and naive beginners usually 
start out by asking, “How high do you jump?” The instructors patiently 
explain that jumping is a highly skilled specialty and that less than 
one out of a hundred skiers ever does it at all. Like all other ski re- 
sorts, Timberline Lodge suffers from overcrowding; from the pop- 
corn machine to the ski lifts, nothing is adequate. The business is 
simply more than the facilities can handle, But no resort managers are 
complaining. They expect to do a $150 million business this winter.

U.S. college teams do without any phony histrionics, and tiny Cornell of lowa holds the championship 


Professional wrestling in the U.S. has degen- 
erated into ludicrous exhibitions of ham acting 
wherein the contestants have become mere per- 
formers who rely principally on phony grunts and 
yowls of simulated pain. But promoters defend this, 
sort of vaudeville on the theory that an honest 
wrestling match is likely to be so dull that nobody 
wants to see it. 

At Mount Vernon, Towa, however, sports fans 
regularly pack a college gymnasium to see perfect- 


ly legitimate wrestling in which science and skill 
replace professional histrionics. Mount Vernon is 
the home of Cornell College, a Methodist institu- 
tion whose wrestling team is champion of the Na- 
tional Collegiate Athletic Association and also of 
the U.S. Amateur Athletic Union.

Cornell has defeated West Point’s wrestling team 
six straight times and last month warmed upfor 
a defense of its national collegiate championship 
by administeringasound thrashing to the Big Nine 
champions of the University of Ilinois (above).

U.S. Olympic teams, Cornell this year expects to 
place two men—121-pound Richard Hauser, who 
has lost only one match out of 100, and 135-pound 
Lowell Lange, who has now won 88 bouts in arow.

HISTORY 


A brilliant English thinker named Toynbee sees the past in terms 


of the challenges and responses that make and break civilizations 


Arnold J. Toynbee was scheduled to 

arrive in the U.S. this week. He was 
headed for the Institute for Advanced Study 
(Lire, Dec. 29) at Princeton, where he will 
resume work on one of the most ambitious 
chores the human brain has ever under- 
taken, his monumental A Study of History. 
The six volumes. of this work so far pub- 
lished, totaling 1,500,000 words, have al- 
ready had a profound influence on how the 
English-speaking world thinks about the 
past and future of its civilization. Toynbee’s 
influence became still wider last year when 
a one-volume,*617-page abridgment of his 
work (Oxford University Press, $5) was 
published. It became and still is a best-seller 
and its sale—some 200,000 copies to date, 
a phenomenal number for so erudite a work 
—is evidence that worrying over the fate of 
civilization is not confined to a handful of 
intellectuals. 

Toynbee, whose completed Study will run 
to nine volumes, set himself the enormous 
task of mastering the whole history of man- 
kind and finding a meaning or pattern in it. 
Other historians have read a plot into his- 
tory, but Toynbee’s is probably the grand- 
est, subtlest and richest plot so far. Oswald 
Spengler’s gloomy The Decline of the West, 
for example, bears somewhat the same rela- 
tion to Toynbee’s Study as Marlowe bears 
to Shakespeare. Like Spengler, who finished 
his work 30 years ago, Toynbee divides history into “civilizations” and 
compares the phases of their rise and fall. He counts 21 major civilizations 
(pp. 120-21). Five are still alive and of these five only one, our own West- 
ern civilization, is still relatively healthy. The other four—the Far Eastern 
(Chinese-Japanese-Korean), the Hindu, the Islamic and the Orthodox 
Christian (largely Russian) —are weakening and giving way now to the com- 
petition of Western civilization. They are, says Toynbee, now being incor- 
porated into a “Great Society” with a Western cast. Most of these 21 
civilizations went through a more or less identical pattern of birth, growth, 
breakdown and disintegration. Why, and to what end? That is Toynbee’s 
main problem. 

First of all, Toynbee does not agree with Spengler that civilizations are 
organisms whose life and course are predestined from their start. Human 
beings, he says, are mortal, but societies consist merely of the relationships 
between them and so could theoretically live forever—even though none 
has so far in the world’s history. Toynbee also rejects, on evidence, the the- 
ory that civilizations are produced by superior races or by the most favor- 
able environments. Seeking a clue in the great myths, he concludes that the 
real explanation of why civilizations grow or perish is to be found in the 
theme of “Challenge-and-Response.” 

This means that when man’s environment provides the right challenge, 
he responds to it in a way that starts him forward on the path to a civiliza- 
tion. It is not an easy environment—a Garden of Eden—which produces a 
civilization but one which presents difficulties that tax and prod man so that 
he develops asa response to the stimulus. An example of successful challenge-

and-response is the rise of Egypt out of the 
once uninhabitable Nile Valley (p. 124). 

The path to a civilization’s progress is 
barred by a series of further challenges—of 
environment, wars, of physical or moral 
pressures—and the life of each civilization 
is measured by the number of challenges it 
successfully meets. Eventually, perhaps 
while intoxicated by a major victory, the so- 
ciety makes a wrong response to some chal- 
lenge that besetsit,anda “Time of Troubles” 
ensues. This marks the breakdown of the civ- 
ilization, the end of its growth period. 

The Time of Troubles may last for cen- 
turies, but it usually leads to a “Universal 
State,” which imposes order on all the 
conflicting groups in its society. This is 
normally heralded by a great conquest and 
pacification, such as Rome’s Augustan dic- 
tatorship. The Universal State may also last 
indefinitely (Egypt's two empires lasted 
about 2,400 years), but its founding has al- 
ways been a symptom of the society's disin- 
tegration. The people stop following their 
leaders voluntarily and have to be ruled by 
force. This stage of decline is accompanied 
by the “wanderings of peoples,” great rest- 
less migrations which take place around the 
borders of the Universal State as they did 
in Europe in the decline of Rome. Growing 
less and less satisfied, the proletariat with- 
in takes up a new religion, as the Christian 
Church was nurtured among the dispos- 
sessed plebs. “Barbarians” from without press in on the dissolving society. 
Thereligion of the “internal proletariat” Toynbeecallsa “Universal Church,” 
and it may in turn become the seedbed of a second or “affiliated”’ civiliza- 
tion. Thus Western civilization grew out of the Greek-Roman via the Uni- 
versal Church of Christianity, and the Far Eastern civilization of China- 
Japan-Korea grew out of an earlier Sinic civilization via Buddhism. 

Such are the main outlines of the plot which Toynbee discovers for his 
21 civilizations. It does not fit them all exactly, and Toynbee is too good a 
historian to force it where it won’t fit. He has been accused of deriving it 
too exclusively from Greek-Roman civilization, on the study of which he 
grew up. Nevertheless, as he chases this plot and various subplots through 
the endless maze of other civilizations, Toynbee’s insights, metaphors and 
correlations give a dazzling meaning to the whole life of man. 

One of the best-known metaphors in the Study describes civilizations as 
being on a mountainside (opposite page), up which they have climbed from 
the depths of subhumanity. Most of the civilizations are lying dead on a 
ledge. A few arrested civilizations are on nearby peaks. Five are still climb- 
ing, our own Western civilization in the lead. In this metaphor Toynbee 
states his faith in progress: “All the primitive societies which we now ob- 
serve at rest must have once been in motion; and all societies which have 
entered upon the process of civilization will come to rest sooner or later in 
one way or another. Some may eventually come to rest by attaining (though 
none has attained it yet) the goal of human endeavors: the mutation of Man 
into Superman. . . . The heights that tower above us are quite beyond our 
powers of estimation, but we have some inkling of the dizzy depths below.”

EGYPTIAC 


Egyptiac civilization sprang up after 4000 B.C. in 
response to the challenge of Nile ‘‘jungle-swamps” 
(p. 124). Its zenith was 2900 B. C. when it is believed 
Sphinx and pyramids (right) were built, After this 
feat, says Toynbee, Egypt's decline began. Instead 
of immortalizing themselves, the pharaohs should 
have provided a better livelihood for their subjects. 


SUMERIC 


‘This civilization began after 4000 B.C,, when a 
change in climate made the Tigris-Euphrates Val- 
ley habitable, Its famous ruler was Hammurabi, 
whose legal code still lives in the expression: “An 
eye for an eye... .” Its Universal State, which may 
have extended into India, broke up after the death 
of Hammurabi in 1905 B.C. Right: a Sumeric relief. 


HITTITE 


‘This grew up around 1500 B.C, on the northwest- 
ern borders of the collapsing Sumeric civilization. 
The big-nosed Hittites wrote five languages in cunei- 
form script. After 1352 B.C. they engaged in wars 
with the Egyptians, and were then overwhelmed by 
the same wanderers that broke up the Minoan 
lization of Crete (below). Right: Hittites kill a lion. 


BABYLONIC 


‘This civilization, which grew on the site of the Su- 
meric civilization about 1500 B.C., centered in the 
‘Tigris-Euphrates Valley and met its Time of Trou- 
bles after 700 B.C. when Assyrian warriors (frieze at 
right)“. . .came down like a wolf on the fold.”’ Later 
Cyrus of Persia took Babylon into his em, and 
released the Jews from their Babylonian captivity. 


INDIC 


India’s early civilization had its birth about 1500 
B.C. in the challenge of clearing the luxuriant vege- 
tation of the Ganges Valley. This culture produced 
the Vedas, India’s sacred scriptures. The Buddha 
(right) died during the Indic Time of Troubles (cir. 
483 B.C.). Two Universal States lasted until about 
475 A.D., about the time Hellenic civilization died. 


HINDU 


‘This is one of five living civilizations. It grew from 
the Indic after the Huns had overrun northwest- 
ern India before 800 A.D. Hindu religion supplant- 
ed the Buddhism of its predecessor. Destructive in- 
ternal wars caused breakdown and two conquerors 
founded its Universal State, the Moguls and then 
the British, Right: a Hindu temple at Bhubaneswar. 


MINOAN 


This ancient civilization rose in the Aegean islands 
probably before 3000 B.C, from the challenge of the 
sea, It became a thalassocracy, a rule of sea lords, 
and enjoyed a Universal State. Out of its disintegra- 
tion about 1400 B.C. Greek civilization was born. 
While comparing this thalassocracy with two later 
ones—Renaissance Venice and Britain—Toynbee 
reflected that Britain’s rulership of the waves might 
not last forever either.

HELLENIC 


Hellenic story is told on pages 122 and 123. Great 
era of Greek temples (right) came after battle of 
Salamis.

Its collapse came with an inter- 
nal war around 1000 A.D. Later, in 1371, the Otto- 
mans imposed a 400-year peace in the form of an 
alien Universal State.

RUSSIAN ORTHODOX 


This is a Russian cousin of Western civilization, 
an offshoot of the main Orthodox Christian society. 
It began around 1000 A.D. and has far outstripped 
in power its parent civilization. Toynbee does 
not take its Communist manifestation very serious- 
ly. He feels Westernizing has made Russia a mem- 
ber of a growing Great Society, Right: St. Basil’s. 


SYRIAC 


The best-known representatives of this society are 
Jews and Phoenicians, whose ships are shown at 
right. They arose after 1400 B.C. following the col- 
lapse of Minoan civilization, discovered thealphabet, 
the Atlantic Ocean and monotheism. Their Time of 
Troubles started after death of King Solomon in 
937 B.C. Persians provided Syriac Universal State. 


ARABIC 


Its origins were Syriac—-the Syriac of the Baghdad 
Caliphate (Harun-al-Raschid), which the Arabic 
Mamelukes restored in Cairo in 1250 A.D. In 1517 
it merged with Iranic civilization (below) to form 
present Islamic civilization which extends over the 
Mohammedan nations of Arabia, Iraq, Egypt, ete. 
Right: the sacred Ka'ba in Mecca's Great Mosque. 


TRANIC 


Like the Arabic civilization above, this one, familiar 
through the Rubaiyat as the Persia of Omar Khay- 
yam, grew out of Syriac society. At its height it was 
“a vast, vague, ephemeral shape.” It was still grow- 
ing when it conquered Syria and Egypt in 1517 A.D. 
and thereby merged with the Arabic to form the Is- 
lamic civilization. Picture at right shows the famous 
15th Century royal mosque, Masjid-i-Shah, built by 
Shah Abbas I in Isfahan, onetime capital of Persia. 


21 MAJOR CIVILIZATIONS 


SINIC 


‘The earliest Oriental civilization grew up in the Yel- 
low River basin around 1500 B.C. in response to the 
challenge of marshland plus extremes of tempera- 
ture. It grew for nearly a thousand'years and its rul- 
ers began the Great Wall. Its great philosopher was 
Confucius (right). Its Universal State lasted until 
barbarians pushed across Great Wall about 175 A.D. 


FAR EASTERN 


This still-living civilization was born in China out 
of ruins of Sinic civilization before 500 A.D. from 
the Universal Church of Buddhism. Its great lead- 
ers were the Mongols under Kublai Khan who set 
up a semblance of a Universal State, the Mings 
who developed great art and the Manchus who final- 
ly established universal peace. Right: Ming statues. 


FAR EASTERN IN JAPAN 


This is an offshoot or a part of Far Eastern civiliza- 
tion, which got started after 500 A.D. Its growth 
period lasted until 1184 A.D. Right: a ruler of this 
period. Perry’s intrusion found Japan far in decay. 
In 1868 the Meiji revolution gave rule of Japan 
to its emperors, and the civilization, once hostile 
to Western society, was presently swallowed by it. 


ANDEAN 


The South American civilization originated some- 
time before 500 A.D. from the challenge of the bleak 
Andean plateau and the hot, dry Pacific coast. The 
coast peoples brought water from the plateau and 
plateau peoples built retaining walls to safeguard 
their scant soil. The brilliant Inca Empire was end- 
ed by the Spanish in 1530. Right: Inca figures. 


MAYAN 


This civilization dates from after 1000 B.C., mas- 
tered astronomy. Like the Indic, it was a response 
to the challenge of overluxuriant tropical growth. 
According to S. G. Morley (Lire, June 30), the col- 
lapse of Mayan civilization was caused by the fail- 
ure of its corn economy. Toynbee thinks this may 
be a possible explanation. Right: Mayan sculpture. 


YUCATEC 


Refugees from the Mayan decline in the Eighth Cen- 
tury A.D. (above) moved to the Yucatan Peninsula, 
tried again, meeting the challenge of a dry region. 
‘They erected the great buildings at Uxmal (right). 
Wars between Yucatec cities weakened the society, 
which about 1200 came under domination of Tol- 
tecs from theneighboring Mexic civilization (below). 


MEXIC 


This civilization’s conquest of the Yucatec resulted 
in a single Central American civilization which en- 
dured its Time of Troubles from 1200 until the ad- 
vent of Spaniards in 1521. Montezuma’s Aztecs had 
all but erected a Universal State when Cortez and 
his band of adventurers imposed an alien versi

RISE AND FALL OF 


Most people think of Greece and Rome as two 
separate civilizations, and of the age of Cicero, 
Caesar, Augustus and Horace as marking the pin- 
nacle of Roman history, while the age of Pericles 
and Socrates, or perhaps of Alexander, marks the 
pinnacle of Greek history. Butto Toynbee, Greece and 
Rome are both parts of one civilization, the Hellenic. 
It began in Greece following the earlier Minoan civili- 
zation in Crete, started its Time of Troubles during the Pel- 
oponnesian War when the Roman Republic was still embry- 
onic and was more than 500 years past its prime by the time 
of the Emperor Marcus Aurelius, from the end of whose reign 
Gibbon dated his story of Rome's decline and fall. Toynbee, whose 
early love was Greece, has a long quarrel with Gibbon. Had the 
latter got his dates right, Toynbee feels, he would never have attrib- 
uted Rome’s decline to “the triumph of Barbarism and Religion,” since 
the decline began in Greece long before either Christianity or the barbar- 
ian invasions were heard of. 

‘The drawings on these pages give the Toynbeean view of Hellenic civili- 
zation’s six stages. Its genesis was in wandering bands of barbarian war- 
riors, among them the Achaeans, who fought on the site and around the 
edges of the collapsing Minoan civilization of Crete. One of their fights 
was with Egypt (1), another with Troy. Epic songs such as Homer's are 
characteristic of the “heroic age” in which a civilization is born. 

The first challenge to which the Greeks responded was “chaos.” This 
was represented by the sea, the barren land and the Minoan disintegra- 
tion. They responded to this challenge by taking to agriculture in the 
lowlands and building city-states as a protection against highland raiders 
(2). As their population expanded and their food supply did not they 
took to the sea again (3), colonizing lands as far away as Sicily and North 
Africa. When neighboring Persia tried to conquer Greece, the Greeks de- 
feated them at Marathon (4). Meanwhile (5) the distant little kingdom of 
the Etruscans was becoming the Roman Republic, centering on the city 
founded in legend by the wolf-suckling Romulus and Remus. 

‘The Athenians found another response to the challenge of overpopu- 
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lation: they began to specialize in goods for ex- 
port and led an expansion of international trade. 
This proved “the education of Hellas” and marked 
Greece's great age, which was distinguished by Per- 
icles (6). The Acropolis (7) was built, and Socrates 
taught Athenian youth (8). Yet only a few years later 
came the breakdown of Greece, Specialized trade had 
raised a new challenge. Fierce trade competition had led to 
piracy and raids by one city on the commerce of another. 
‘The response to this challenge should have heen an all-Hel- 
lenic league. Instead the Peloponnesian War came (9) and at 
this point, in Toynbee’s view, the civilization was doomed. 

Then began the Hellenic Time of Troubles. Aristotle (10), Alex- 
ander the Great (11), Archimedes (12) were all evidence that great 
thinkers and great warriors could not reverse a Time of Troubles once 
it started. The scene of troubles shifted to Rome, whose war with Han- 
nibal (13) was a symptom of the same disease. Now a Universal State was 
in the making, preluded by Rome's “knockout blow” against Greek inde- 
pendence in the annihilation of Corinth (14) and by Caesar's attempt to 
bring peace after crossing the Rubicon in 49 B.C. (15). Anthony might 
have performed Caesar's task had he not got involved with Cleopatra (16). 
This is cited by Toynbee as a case of “truancy,” marking the “schism 
in the soul” characteristic of declining civilizations. Augustus (17) in 
31 B.C. brought about the Universal State which kept peace. 

As Hellenic civilization disintegrated its proletariat “seceded” and 
took up an alien religion. The latter was provided by Syriac civilization 
(policed by Rome), in which Christ was crucified (18) in 33 A.D. Though 
the Roman Empire did not reach its greatest physical extent (19) until the 
reign of Trajan from 98 to 117 A.D., Hellenic civilization was already bad- 
ly stricken, In 260 the Persians took Emperor Valerian prisoner (20). When 
Constantine decreed toleration of Christianity in 313 (21), the new reli- 
gion became ‘a Universal Church.” With the Gothic victory at Adrianople 
(22) and the sacking of Rome (23) began the Interregnum, the final stage 
of dissolution. In 496 A.D. the Frankish King Clovis was baptized (24) 
and presently Western civilization was born from the Hellenic ruins.

These before-and-after maps show how Toynbee’s theory of Chal- 
lenge-and-Response worked out in the founding of Egyptiac civiliza- 
tion. When a change in climate changed Africa’s grassy plain into 
what is now the desert, the hunters in this area had three choices: 
1) They could stay in North A! those who did this became no- 
madic herdsmen. 2) They could follow the rains and the game south; 
those who did are still primitive hunters. 3) They could change 
both habitat and way of life. Some did this by breaking into the Nile 
swamplands and learning to dike and cultivate this fertile valley, 
thus founding Egyptiac civilization. 

The challenge which the Egyptians met is called by Toynbee the 
stimulus of hard countries. He lists four other major challenges or 
stimuli: the stimulus of new ground, which Orthodox missionaries 
found in the forests of western Russia and answered by creating 
the Russian Orthodox Christian civilization; the stimulus of blows, 
which the Hellenic world felt in its wars with Persia and answered 
with the Periclean age; the stimulus of pressures, which India is 
now sustaining from Western society and is answering by produe- 
ing a series of great Indian leaders; the stimulus of penalizations, 
which slaves of the Romans answered by the astonishing religious 
penetration which was the beginning of Western Christendom,

When a challenge to a society is too severe for best results, it is 
sometimes nevertheless met by what Toynbee calls a tour de force. 
“But though the gesture is magnificent,” he says, further progress 
is impossiide and the civilization becomes arrested.

FOUR ABORTIVE 
CIVILIZATIONS 


Abortive civilizations are ones which were stopped early in the 
game because they ran upagainst a stronger competitive civilization 
before they were fully developed. Below are four examples. One of 
them, the Far Western Christian civilization, was for centuries a sur- 
prising rival to Western civilization. The early Irish, instead of tak- 
ing their Christianity straight like other barbarian heirs of Rome, 
seasoned St. Patrick’s message heavily with their local Celtic tradi- 
tions, thus retaining in Irish Christian culture the magic-loving qual- 
ity we recognize today. St. Bridget was as important as the Virgin. 
Learning and literature developed separately and faster in Ireland 
than on the Continent. Irish missionaries ranged as far as Iceland 
and the Alps. But here the Irish Christianity came into conflict with 
the Roman Church, and when Irish St. Columbanus dared to up- 
braid Pope Gregory the Great, Rome counterattacked and won a 
victory when a king in Britain sided with Rome at the synod of 
Whitby in 664. From then on the nascent Irish civilization retreated 
into itself, and after 800 A.D. Ireland suffered invasions by the 
Scandinavians and English. Had Ireland been a little less adventur- 
ous and had the Roman Church been less sure of itself, the whole 
development of Western society might have had an Irish cast. 

At the other side of Europe another variation on the Roman 
Church was starting a promising career. This was the Far Eastern 
Christian civilization. Banned as heretics in 431 A.D., the Nestorian 
Christians of the East Roman Empire began to convert peoples 
east of the Caspian Sea and as far away as China. Their successful 
society lay along strategic trade routes of central Asia. When the 
Arabs became strong in the Eighth Century, the embryonic Far East- 
ern Christian civilization had to appease Islam to protect the eco- 
nomic base of its life. In appeasement the Nestorians lost their 
identity and the Far Eastern Christian civilization proved abortive. 
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SYRIAC civilization aborted when 
the Hyksos (above), instead of settl- 
ing in Syria, permitted themselves to 
be distracted by neighboring Egypt. 


FAR EASTERN CHRISTIAN civ- 
ilization was stimulated by Nestori- 
ans who fled into Asia, built this mon- 
ument there, succumbed to Arabs. 


FAR WESTERN CHRISTIAN civ- 
ilization centered in Ireland, where 
the highly developed society erected 
these crosses in the Sixth Century.

WITHDRAWAL 
AND RETURN 


Toynbee believes in an aristocratic principle: “In all acts of so- 
cial creation the creators are either creative individuals or, at most, 
creative minorities. . . .” He further finds that these individuals 
and minorities best contribute leadership by withdrawing from so- 
ciety a while, doping out the answer to some current challenge and 
then returning to society with the answer. Herein lies Toynbee’s 
link between mystidism and the real world: ‘The very source and 
fountain-head of creation in social affairsis thisnon-social experience 
of religious or aesthetic or intellectual ecstasy which , . . ‘With- 
drawal-and-Return’ enables rare souls to attain.” The function of 
such a withdrawn minority or individual is, by his return, to raise 
“ordinary human souls to the level that has been attained by the cre- 
ator himself.” Some examples of the process are shown below. The 
biblical Moses withdrew from his people, went up onto Sinai and 
brought back to the children of Israel the Ten Commandments, Na- 
tions can also practice Withdrawal-and-Return. England virtual 
withdrew from the Continental wars after the defeat of the Spanisl 
Armada and gradually worked out for the West the problem of repre- 
sentative government by developing the “mother of parliaments.” 

Men who return influence society through the process of mime- 
sis—imitation by the people. In a primitive or a static society, mi- 
mesis becomes mechanical and deadening, turning peopleto admira- 
tion of the past. But mimesis can advancea society when creative per- 
sonalities, through the process of ‘Withdrawal-and-Return, comeback 
to cut through, as Economist Bagehot says, “the cake of custom.”

All of Toynbee’s themes have a one-two rhythm: Challenge-and- 
Response, Withdrawal-and-Return, Rout-and-Rall 
tic duality has its earliest inspiration in the ancient Chinese notion 
of Yin and Yang, the static-and-dynamic, negative-and-positive, 
dark-and-light, female-and-male principles whi ‘ther make up 
the “Great Monad” (“T'ai Chi”), or “source of existence.” Toyn- 
bee detects in this Yin-Yang rhythm the song of creation. The 
greatest creative act of all, he feels, was when subman became prim- 
itively human some 300,000 years ago. The exhaustion caused by 
this effort left man panting on the ledge in a Yin state for 98% of 
the time since, Then, less than 10,000 years ago, with the be; 
nings of the first civilizations, Yin became the active Yang state. 
The alternation is echoed on in all creative proc- 

But this rh i in rep- 
etition,” for each revolution of the wheel or of the wheels within 
wheels “is carrying [the] vehicle that much nearer to its goal.” 

The goal, to he sure, is still some distance off. Anyone who feels 
that the end of the world may be at hand can comfort himself with 
this Toynbeean calculation: if the ratio of 21 civilizations to 6,000 
years of history is maintained through half the period which Sir 
James Jeans figures for the future habitability of the earth, man- 
kind has 1,743 million civilizations ahead of him. 

This may be cold comfort to those who are fond of our particular 
civilization, How much farther will Western man continue climb- 
ing before he comes to rest on a ledge or falls backward? Toynbee 
does not say exactly. He will measure our prospects further in the 
volumes on which he is to work. Sometimes he appears to believe 
that we are in our Time of Troubles, which may have begun with 
Europe’s 16th Century religious wars and will not be over unti) 
somebody succeeds (where Napoleon and Hitler failed) in founding 
a Universal State. We are, he believes, at about the same period of 
our civilization as the Hellenic civilization was around 50 B.C. 
Many Toynbeean symptoms of decay are observable irr our world 
today, notably “the schism in the soul,” which, he says, goes hand 
in hand with a schism in society and denotes the imminent sece 
sion of the “internal proletariat.” However, our “creative minor- 
ity” does not seem to have become very “dominant” as yet, which 
would be a symptom of decadence. Other symptoms are conspi 
ously missing, One of the latter is asceticism, from the 
which, says Toynbee, “we may... perhaps draw... the cynical 
conclusion that, if our Western civilization has indeed broken 
down, its disintegration cannot yet be very far advanced.” 

[At the ens tine Toyuheeis slceady taLiog a-wider lookat West 
ern civilization than the one with which he began his work back 
in 1922. He now sces it as part of a great world society. Ina forth- 
coming volume of essays (Civilization on Trial) he suggests that by 
the year 5047 A.D., after East and West have stopped reacting on 
each other, the whole world may be united in a single civilization 
through the agency of religion. He also questions his own earlier 
assumption that civilizations are the “intelligible field” of historical 
study, with religions serving as the link between one civilization 
and its offspring. Instead he now suggests that religion may be itself 
the intelligible field and that the purpose of civilizations may be 
to spread opportunities among men for a fuller knowledge of God.

WASHINGTON IS GATHERING PLACE 
FOR EXILES FROM MANY COUNTRIES 


Many of Washington’s political exiles came unmolested to the U 
when Communists took over in their home countries, Some were forced 
to run for their lives. Others, already here as ministers and embassy 
attachés, simply did not go home when their governments changed 
hands. Although most have divergent political viewpoints, at least 
the leaders of peasant parties from Eastern Europe are united by a 
common interest, centered in the International Peasant Union, which 
they established in Washington last July 4 under several statesmen 
including Hungary's Nagy, Yugoslavia’s former Vice Premier Vladi- 
mir Matchek (above) and Romania’s Grigore Nicolescu-Buzesti. Their 
forces were increased last November by the arrival of ex-Vice Premier 
Stanislaw Mikolajczyk (below), leader of the Polish Peasant party, 
who lost little time in joining his fellow exiles in their constant, wistful 
maneuvering, Last week, while the U.S, and Russia traded diplomatic 
haymakers over the Hitler-Stalin agreement of 1939, the exiles thought 
things were going very well and applauded lustily from the sidelines.
